Since Dr. J. N. McCormack was 
here Monday and stirred up the local 
authorities on the coutinued preval- 
ence of smallpox in many parts of the 
county, the Eiscal Conrtand the City 
Council have both put into effect 
new and stringent regulations as 
follows: 

1. All persons with smallpox must, 
be taken to the eruptive hospitals 
four miles north of town. There 
will be no exceptions made to this 

2. Every person in the county 
not now immune will have to be 
vaccinated or submit to a fine that

3. A reward of $1 will t>e paid 
for information concerning each case 
of smallpox concealed from the 
health officers, not more than $f> to 
be paid for any one family. 

4. Public vehicles will be kept 
always ready to convey patients to 
the hospitals, separate accommoda- 
tions being provided for white and 
colored people. 

5. No persons will be allowed to 
remain in his own home with small- 
pox, under any sort of quarantine. 
All must alike go to the hospital.- 

«. Dr. .1. B. Jackson, the health 
officer, has had his salary increased 
from |800 to $600 a year and Dr. 
Austin Hell will, if needed, assist Dr. 
Jackson 16 days at .$10 a flay. 

7. All physicians of the county 
will be furnished with vaccine pointa
